The grand jary was sworn in, and then 
Judge Speer delivered his charge, which was 2 
most exhaustive address on the «questions 
boring directly and indirectly on the issues at 
stake. It will be safe to say that no finer 
speech was ever delivered in a Macon court 
room, nor a more interesting discourse on the 
topics of the day, was ever listened to by a 
Macon audience. Those present forgot 
the time was slipping away, so deeply eugross- 
ed were they in listening to this calm, clear 
and compreheusive resume of the relations 
existing between the government and the 
peopie,

This fa: sd o 
the banks of the old Brunswick and Altamah 
canal, where has been found qu 
marl, Mr. Penniman has collected a lot of 
this and placed it around one-half of his tree; 
as an experiment, whicb, by tbe way. has 
proved satisfactory so far. Every tree thus 
fertilized has put om a greepver aud more 
vigorous look, showing it 
proper food fer this pear. 
this farm run from two to 
of ange. Several are now bearing, and 
Penniman thinks large nambers of the trees 
will begin to yield fruit another season. A 
few more years will prove the wisdom of his 
efforts, for he will have in his possession a 
never failing source of reyenue—in Short, one 
ot the biggest bonanzas in a small way in this 
section. Fertilizing is now almost the only 
cost, for the scil having been made rich, he 
finds no trouble insecuring some one to occapy 
the premises and tend the land between th 
fruit trees, on which is. now growing a luxa- 
riant crop of corn, melons, ete.

Among other things, after arguing in detail that 
Mr. Hill had acted corruptly as a senator, Dr. Fel- 
ton £a)8 that he approached a door while Senator 
Hil was speaking. Of his feelings while listening 
to the great Georgian, he says: 

“T remembered also that some man approached 


Peter when bis Master was on trial and said to | 


him: ‘Thou also art a Gallilean: thy speech be- 
trayeth thee.’ [Lest I should be asked, ‘Art thou 
also a Georgian?’ I left in shame and- disgust. 
Like Peter I would have denied the soft impeach- 
ment.”’ 

Think of this! Think of Dr. Felton leaving a 
room in which Georgia’s peerless Senator Benja- 
min H. Hill was speaking, for fear he would be 
disgraced by it being discovered he also was from 
Georgia! Dr. Feltonsays ‘‘he left in shame and 
disgust,’ and avers that if any ore had asked him 
if he was from the same state as Mr. Hill he would 
have ‘‘denied it’ because of his ‘‘shame and dis- 
gust."’ These words, incredible as they seem, are 
quoted verbatim from Dr. Felton’s printed letter 
of January 19th, 1582, iu THE CONSTITUTION. 

This is not the worst of Dr. Felton’s abuse of 
Senator Hill. Hecallshim ‘a deliberate falsifier 
of the truth.’’ He says of Mr. Hill, as gentle a 
man and as frank -as ever lived, “You can 
measure his malignity by, his hypocrisy.’”’ He 
says of one of Mr. Hill’s public acts. ‘Thank God 
my democracy is not smirched by such acrime as 
this.’"’ Mr. Hill had written him a friendly and 
affectionate letter. Of this letter he says: “‘Al- 
though full of bis peculiar affection, it was so dog- 
matic, impertinent, presuming and offensive that 
my wife said: ‘Look out for an atrocious attack on 
50u.""” 

He further says of Mr. Hill; 

“Has the man become insane that he should 
thus belie himself? * * * IJIgharge that he 
is dishonest in the representation of his people 
and partyinthesenate. * * * Does he deny 
his Oouble dealings, false friendship and greed for 
money in the Colquitt-Murphy embroglio. ’ 

Let us quote one more expression. He says of 
Mr. Hill: 

“The embodiment of self conceit. * * * He 
has done nothing worthy for his country and state 
that will live in the memory of the true, the good 
aud the patriot.’’ 

The shaft of white marble which immortalizes 
the memory and the features of Senator Hill, and 
about which 50.000 Georgians lately gathered to 
honor his name and fame, testifies that Dr. Felton 
was, to say the least of it, mistaken 1n his proph- 
ecy concerning Mr. Hill. Is it not fair to pre- 
sume he is also overreaching the truth in his abuse 
of General Gordon? He was just as positive and as 
specialand as bitter in his charges against Mr. 
Hilil’s honorand character as against General Gor- 
don. Even worse, for he said, while suffering with 
“shame and disgust’”’ at Mr. Hill’s course in Wash- 
ington, that if he had been asked if he ‘‘also was a 
Georgian,’ he would have denied his own birth 
place. We believe he has not gone so far as this 
even with General Gordon. What he says about 
Gordon is the vehemence of speech. What he 
Said about Mr. Hill was written in cold delibera- 
tion in his own private room, and read and re- 
read and printed. He was certainly wrong then, 
Why is he not wrong now’ 

We give Dr. Feltch credit for believing that he 
regrets ever having written these words of Mr. 
Hil]. In contemplatien of Mr. Hill’s grand and 
heroic life, he must admit that they were cruel 
and unjustifiable words. The time wiil come 
when he will feel just this way alout the cruel 
and unjustifiable things he is now saying in 
passion about General Gordon. Neither Hill nor 
Gordon deserved such words. And to hurl such 
abuse at two such iilustrious Georgians is a very 
poor business and utterly unworthy a man of Dr, 
Felton’s intellect and position. The tiie will 
come when he will realize this. 


Dr, Felton’s Abuse. 

It is a little singular that every man whom 
Dr. Felton opposes, or who is opposed by him, 
should be so entirely corrupt. He has just 
declared that General Gordon is corrupt. In 
[es he declared that the late Senator Hill 
was both mendacious and corrupt. This can 
mean but one thing, namely: that Dr. Feiton 
himself is the pink of perfection, the ideal 
of purity, the wonder of the age so far as 
statesmanship is concerned. And yet, the 
late Senator Ifill died deplored by every 
honest man in the state, and only afew days 
ago a vast concourse gathered in Atlanta to 
do honor to his memory. The very best peo- 
ple from all parts of the south—trom all 
parts of Georgia—gathered together to wit- 
bess the unveiling of the memorial statue 
which has been raised in Atlanta to empha- 
size the love and respect which the people 
have for his memory. 

What did this mean? Did it mean that 
the people agree with Dr. Felton in ascribing 
to their lamented fellow-citizen mendacity 
and all unworthiness? We do not read the 
signs that way. It seems to us and to the 
people of Georgia that the abuse of Dr. Fel- 
ton, and of any man who has devoted him- 
self to breaking down the democratic organ- 
ization in (ieorgia, is the natural result of 
the situation, and to be expected, just as the 
farmer expects a cold rain when the noxious 
eist wind blows. 

Dr. Felton bas abused both Senator I{1ll 
and General Gordon. lie has said that both 
are corrupt; and vet these two men were and 
are the hest beloved of all Georgians. It is 
to be borne in mind, moreover, that neither 
of these men, beloved of ail men who love 
truth and honesty, has ever said that Dr. 
Felton is mendacious and corrupt. They 
have leit abuse where it belongs—to the 
small politicians who make vain attempts to 
ride into popularity on every passing breeze. 

We may say this much without going into 
details: There will never be a monument in 
Georgia to the man who has tried to demoral- 
ize the democratic party of Georgia by en- 
tering into a coalition with republicaas. Ile 
may be neither mendacious nor corrupt, bat 
he will never have a monument in Georgia. 


Bourbons and Bonapartes. 

The unfortunate princes who are to be ex- 
iled from Fiance belong to rival houses, 
and they do not hate the republic more 
than they hate and dread each other. 

The Bourbon-Orleans dynasty is now rep- 
resented by the Count de Paris and the Duc 
d’Aumale. The former is well-known in 
this country, as he served on General Me- 
Clellan’s staff during the war. His ‘ His- 
tory of the Civil War in America’’ is 
highly regarded by military authorities. 
The Duc d’Aumale, the prince of the fam- 
ily, is a soldier, statesman and litterateur. 
At present he is residing in Sicily, and, as 
he owns no property in France, he can af- 
ford to snap his fingers at decrees of banish- 
ment and confiscation. 

The head ef the Bonapartes is Prince Na- 
poleon Joseph Charles Paul Bonaparte. He 
is the second son of Jervme, the first Napo- 
leon’s brother, and the late French emperor 
was his cousin. Prince Napoleon is perhaps 
better known by the nick-name of ‘‘Plon- 
Plon,’’ kestowed upon him during the Czi- 
mean war, from which he retired because of 
alleged ill-health. While he has been the 
object of much ridicule; and has many ene- 
mies, he is really a man of considerable abil- 
ity. His lack of personal courage, however, 
is notcrioue. When he was challenged by 


the Duc d’ Aumale, he consulted the Empress 
Engenie as to whether he should accept, but 
that high-spirited woman instantly crashed 
him by saying: “Cousin, when a man has 
any intention of fighting, he does not ask 
advice.’’ Louis Napoleon heartily agreed 
with Eugenie, for his comment on the pro- 
posed duel was: “‘If at my cousin’s autopsy 
they should find a bullet in him it will be 
one he has swallowed.’’ 

But Prince Napoleon is not the only Bona- 
parte directly in the way of the 
republic. His two sons, Victer and Louis, 
are handsome, manly youths, and will soon 
be able to plan and act for themselves. 

These are the persons who will be affected 
hy the action of the French government. 
There are are other princes and princelinge, 
off-shoots of the Bourbons and Bonapartes, 
but they are not just at present considered 
of much importance. If there is any vital- 
ity in the pretensions of these throne 
hunters, exile will fan it into a flame in- 
stead of quenching it. 


Gordon and Organized Democracy. 

The rally of the Gordon men of Atlanta 
last night at the court house was a thor- 
oughly representative assemblage, and the 
earnestness and enthusiasm of the crowd 
was an index of the sentiment of the county. 
The address of Dr. Miller was one of the 
most forcible of the campaign, and was re- 
ceived with intense interest by the audience. 
It was a masterly efiort, and its sound reas- 
oning, logical argument,-and eloquent ren- 
dition, demanded eager attention and forced 
earnest conviction. Dr. Miller has been 
invited to speak in several counties and will 
probably do so at an early date. His speech is 
one which would be heartily received in any 
county in Georgia. 

The address ot Colonel W. C.. Glenn, of 
Daltov, was one of the happiest hits of the 
‘ampaign. It was a ringing and eloyuent 
appeal tor the sustinence of the organized 
democracy of the state, and went directly to 
the heart of every true democrat in the aud- 
ience. He handled Dr. Felton in a most 
vigorous manner, and every shot that he 
threw into the camp of what he termed the 
‘‘sreat disorganizer’’ was hailed with enthus- 
iastic applause by his ‘hearers. Colonel 
Glenn is a very forcible talker and he has 
stamped himself as one of the coming orators 
of the state. 

The address of Colonel Ilulsey, of Atlanta, 
was one of his characteristic eliorts. Let 
every Gordon man in Fulten county do to- 
day as Colonel Hulsey so eloquently urged 
last night—turn out and vote. 

There is but one trouble in this county 
and that is over-confidence on the part of the 
supporters of General Gordon. See to it 
that you have a voice in the choice of Geor- 
gia’s next governor.

Our Fire Losses Last Year. 

The second; volume of ‘‘The Chronicle Fire 
Tables,’’ published by the Chronicle com- 
pany, of New York, is at hand, and its 
statistics are of such an interesting character 
as to make a summary desirable for the 
benefit of the general reader. 

The fire losses in the United States last 
year amounted to about $103,000,000, a fall- 
ing off of $7,000,000 from the figures of the 
preceding year. An analysis reveals many 
striking facts. For instance, Oregon, with 
less than one-eighth of the population of 
either Alabama or Mississippi, lost by fire as 
much as these states lost. MRhode Island and 
Vermont kept pace with North Carolina, 
whose population is four or five times greater. 
California, with one-third the population of 
Misscuri, outburned that state. So Con 
necticut eyuals Georgia, and Tennessee is 
even with Louisiana.. 

Incendiarism ranks first in the list of fire 
causes. The percentage is as follows: New 
England, twenty-two per cent; the middle 
States, twenty per cent; the southern states, 
forty-one per cent; and the west, twenty-five 
per cent. Various causes are assigned for 
incendiarism. In the lumber regions of the 
west the socialists are blamed; in the interior 
towns the prohibition movement has some- 
thing to do with it, and in the Paciic states 
the anti-Chinese agitation has led to a free 
use of the torch. In Georgia fifty-one per 
cent of our last year’s fires stands credited to 
incendiarism. 

Other fire causes are worthy of study. In- 
diana had the greatest number of fires last 
year trom lightning strokes, and also the 
greatest number of tramp fires. lTennsyl- 
vania suffered most from matches and from 
lamp accidents. Massachusetts led in forest 
fires. Defective flues were most disastrous 
in Illinois and Pennsylvania, while cigar 
stubs devastated California, Massachusetts, 
I}linois and Pennsylvania. 

Another interesting point is brought 
by these statistics. It is that failures cai 
fires. This is somewhat offset by the tact 
that fires in turn cause failures, but it is safe 
to say that incendiary risks are greater in an 
unprosperous region than in one that is 
booming. Sammer is our worst season for 
fires, and August is the worst month. 

It seems that the uninsured loss last year 
was eighty per cent. Over one-eighth of last 
year’s losses occurred by the burning of 
dwellings and tenements, rendering 40,000 
persons homeless. The greatest contlagra- 
tion was the one at Galveston, by which 
$2,000,000 worth of property was destroyed. 


The Southern Negro. 

The Chicago Times is publishing a series 
of notable articles on the negroes of the 
eouth, written by a special correspondent 
who has carefally studied the situation in 
every state south of the Potomac. It would 
be difiicult to find anywhere a faller or fairer 
presentation of the different phases of the 
race question. 

We have space only for a summary of 
some of the conclusions of the Times cor- 
respondent. He rejects Judge Tourgee’s 
theory that the negro race will increase so 
rapidjy as to outnumber the whites in eight 
southern states. The negroes, while they 
have the preponderance in the lowlands or 
black belt, are falling behind in the uplands. 
All the Piedmont or mountainous region, 
comprising more than one-third of the south, 
east of the Mississippi, has so few negroes 
that they do not form an appreciable force 
in society and government. In this region 
the whites display as much energy and pro- 
gressivepess as can be found anywhere in 
the country, and it is plain that they will 
continue to control. The pure blacks al- 
ways move down the slope, never up. Tare 
miscegenes hold their own better than the 
blacks in the highlands, but they are in a 
hopeless minority. 

Concerning the future the writer says: 

I consider it certain, therefore, that all the cen- 


| Walrouth will remain « “white man’s country” 
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forever: thatthe colored man will be of less jim- 
portance there every year; that the development 
of mines and diversified indusiries will ere loug 
create a new system of agriculture and make it the 
richest portion of the south, and that all the plat- 
eau region will in time be inhabited by the finest 
product of the Caucasian race, apd become the 
seat of the best civilization yet known on earth. 
While it wil] not be a purely material civilization, 
it will have enough of the practical elements of 
New England life and be without the harsher 
features of New England character; it will have 
more of the joyous and sentimental, developing a 
new school of literature and architecture. And if, 
as 1 think likely, the lowland south—that narrow 
crescent below the last line of hills—be given up 
entirely to the blacks, their relative weight in 
government will grow less instead os greater. 
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Itis a simple matter of figures, which anyone 
cam verify by looking at the returns, that without 
the colored men’s vote, especially in Connecticut, 
New Jersey, Ohio and Indiana, Tilden would have 
been elected in 1876 and Hancock in 1530, while 
congress would have been democratic three terms 
out of four since 1870. This excess of political 
power, which often occurs by means of a class 
vote, which is solid without regard to the questions 
at issue, is followed in the natural order by an era 
in which the negro vote is of less consequence 
then in perfect fairnessit should be. That, too, 
will pass away, but the negro can never again be 
the power in politics that he was, The assertion 
that the negroes would all vote one way if unre- 
strained is about the worst charge that could be 
made against them as a race, for it is manifestly 
impossible that a million men who read and think 
could all come to the same conclusion on tariff, 
greenbacks, prohibition, banking, labor and capl- 
tal, and other questions of public policy. Tie re- 
publican who asserts that they would ‘vote solid” 
does but assert that they are stupid, unteachalle, 
incapable of investigation and independent 
thought, and if education does not lead them to 
difier intelligently in polities, as it does white 
men, I shall consider that a conclusive proof that 
they are incapable of a really high development, 
and destined to remain a black peasantry for all 
time. At present, however, the only point I insist 
on is that their political force can neyer again be 
what it was, and even if we surrender to them the 


three states which contain most of the malarious © 


lowlends, and even if every senator and member 
from those states is colored, that will be long after 
{be new states of the northwest shall have addled 
three times as many whites to congress, and the 
central or white south half as many more. Al- 
ready the single territory of Dakota could outvote 
the pure blacks of Louisiana end Fiorida con- 
bined, 

What will be the ultimate relations of the 
races? The Times correspondent frankly 


answers that he does not know. He is sure, 


however, that there will never be a war of 


races. There may be occasional riots, but 
aby general movement is an impossibility. 
It is possible that the miscegenes may colon- 
ize elsewhere, and that when the lowlands 
are entirely filled up with blacks they will 
he governed by white officials appointed by 
the state. No race ever increases faster than 
the food supply warrants, and much of the 
black belt now has as large a population as 
it will sustain. In short, all the problems 
yrowing out of the relationships of the two 
races will gradually and naturally settle 
themselves.

Overstocke dl with 
Art. 

New YORK, June 7,—[Special.]—During the 
past seasun— for it may be regarded as closed 
with the beginning of summer—commerciad 
trapsactionsin art assumed « larger impor- 
tance than at any previous time in the history 
of New York. The money paid for pictures 
in this city durimg the last six months can 
only be reckoned in millionsof dollars; for the 
great Morgan sale was but one of many,and the 
receipts at the Academy, the Water Color, the 
Salmwagiindi,the AmericanArtists’,the Prize and 
other exhibitions, though mounting handsomly 
into the thousands, did not equal those of the 
scores of auctions heid here. Wealthy gentle- 
men developed a sort of mania for breaking 
uptbeir art collections, and the auctioneer 
waxed fat and rejoiced over his percentage. 
But the boom is over, and the man who now 
rushes into an auction room to dispose of his 
pictorial! assets, acts less wisely than he would 
to go tothe pawnbroker's with them. Those 
who sold late in the season will never get 
their pictures back for any such maney as 
they received forthem. The artiste, too, are

disaffected, and professional jobbers are 
having 2 bard time of if, in consequence. 


Times being hard and the market overstocked 
the small buyer wants little and offers low pri- 
ces for what he wants. The artist realiziug 
next to nothing for the pictures that he puts 
into these sales, returns tothe exhibition and 
to the shopkeepers of repute to furnish him 
with asource of iscome. The jobber, desper- 
ate at the estrangement of the artist and the 
fickleness of the public, fills his auction room 
with ‘‘pot boilers,” the scouring of studios, aud 
the work of those unhappy fellows who mike 
“real oil paintings’ for such emergencies, 
being paid 32 a square yard fordoiogit, When 
it comes tothis the public stays out eatirely, 
having. no money to invest in trash. 
This is the usual result of trying to force 
things. The excellent works in the Morgan 
collection brought large prices at auction, but 
a score of little men, rushing along the same 
road to success, as they supposed, were 
brought to grief because the works they ofier- 
ed at auction were not excellent. Many col: 
lectors have repented the dispersal ef their 
treasures. among them Mr. George I. Seney, 
the Brooklyn philanthropist and fiuaucier, 
whose pictures sold for the largest prices that 
has teen realizedin America upto the time 
of the Morgan sale. Heis indastriously buy- 
ing works of art again, and localas well as 
foreign artists share his patronage this time.

A SHARP GAME 


BY YANKEESPECULATORS IN CON- 
FEDERATE BONDS. 


How Innocent English Capitalists Were Caught for a 
Big Pile of Money— Why Confederate Bonzds 
Were Bought a Few Years Ago—Judge 
Fullerton’s Argument About It. 


WASHINGTON, June 7,—/Special.]—Some 
weeks ago in THE ConstiItTUTION’s Washington 
dispatches was outlined the scheme of the 
English speculators in confederate states se- 
curities. One of their hopes of realizing on 
these bonds was the discovery of that mythi- 
cal treasure of the confederacy, vaguely alleged 
to he Jaid away in undiscovered Exropsan 
vaults. The other plan was to appeal to co2- 
gress to redeem the bonds. Wild aad hopeless 
as the latter proceeding appeared to be, it has 
just.becn attempted. Because of its absurdity 
it failed to attract much attention in Washing- 
ton, though soeminent alawyer as Judge 
Fullerton, of New York, appeared before the 
house committee on war claims as counsel for 
the holders of these defunct bonds. Judge 
Fullerton had an opportunity to display his 
fertile rescurces, his extensive acquirements 
and his rare ingenuity as a legal sophist. He 
amused the committee for little more than 
halfan hour at a rate which would have con- 
tinued indefinitely had not the inexorable 
rules of a business body cut off the flow of his 
argument. He engaged to complete it in an 
elaborate brief to be. submitted to the 
committee atan early day. The main point 
in Judge Fullerton’s argument, as far as it 
proceeded,was that the United States in adopt- 
ing an amendment forbidding the states which 
composed the confederacy to pay this debt 
thereby virtually assumed the responsibility 
for the debt. as otherwise it might have been 
recovered from the separate states of the con- 
federacy.SThe judge argued on this point with 
the vehemence of a man who actually believed 
what he said and produced a great array of 
authorities which he sclemniy assured the 
committee fitted the case exactly. 
He stated the debt in question to 
be in round numbers about 

SIX BILLION DOLLARS, 

These figures would not appear large to the 
members of the committee on invalid pensions 
whose habits of legislation have led them to 
regard great denominations of money as mere 
meabingless terms, but the announcement of 
the sum the judge wanted severely shocked 
the nerves of Judge Geddes, of Ohio, and the 
stiict guardians of the nation’s strong box who 
sit with him on the war claims committee. 

Judge Fullerton appears as the counsel of 
the English holders of confederate securities, 
aud no one questions the honesty of his actiou 
in the matter. But there is a strong suspicion 
that a sharp game has been played im connec - 
tion with the sudden and unexplained demand 
for confederate bonds which obtained a few 
years ago, According to this explanation, and it 
is the most reasonable one yet offered, a few 
sharpers in the north worked up a sensation 
in England on the possible value of confeder- 
ate securities. Ingenious stories appeared in 
the newspapers on both sides of the water re- 
lative to the existence of a largesum of money 
which the European agents of the confederacy 
bad in hand at the close of the war, and which 
then carefully concealed, was still within the 
reach of the creditors of the dead government. 
These newspaper stories were backed up by 
the work of shrewd agents in London. Finally 
& Cemund for confederate securities was at- 
vertised in New York, offers rapidly rising 


from #2 to 315 and finally to $15 
a thousand. These offers were 
cabled to London, and instantly the 


unsuspecting English speculator swallowed the 
bait. Agencies for the purchase of the bonds 
wereestablished in New York with corres- 
vondents in London. Orders poured iv. In 
aimost every city and town in the south the 
demand for confederate bonds was advertised. 
Millions of the faded old lithographs were 
hauled out of trunks, torn off of his- 
toric fire screens, out of. war scrap books, 
and sold at various figures. Some of the in- 
nocent owners of this worthless paper were as 
badly caught as the English speculator. They 
smiled at their friends who jumped at an offer 
+185 athousand.and car. fally stowed away their 


long neglected bonds in the sure 
faith that their value would 
rapidly rise, But enough bonds 


were otlered to fill the demand, which fell to 
zero as rapidly as it had risen, The Englisa 
speculator had been bled by his yankee consinu 
until he hesitated and then decided to test the 
value of his cheaply purchased millions before 
he invested further. An organization of 
the English purchasers was formed, with 
some titled Briton at its head to give it 
character. The American sharper usually 
finds his “softest snap’ among the English no- 
bility. Forseveial years past this remarkable 
organiZation bas been employing agents and 
attorneys to look up the treasure which is to 
pay off confederate bonds, or to devise some 
way to mséke the United States responsible. 
The company has held to its faith admirably, 
and still has the confidence and the cash to 
employ some of the best and highest priced 
New York lawyers to work out the wild thao- 
ries of the original speculators. Several ofthe 
largest English purchasers of confederate 
bonds, it is said, bave visited this country for 
the purpose of looking into their case for 
themselves and 
HAVE BEEN ASTONISHED 
tolearn that there is an amendment to the 
constitution of the United States forbidding 
the peyment of the confederate war debt. 
Any cne who has observed the ignorance of 
the average Englishman concerning every- 
thing outside of his own little island, will find 
no difficulty in believing this statement. I 
have vo doubt that in money paid for these 
bonds, in commissions to purchasing agents, 
in attorneys’ fees and in advertising these 
good Eng:ishmen have expended several mil- 
lions of dollars. The bonds will be of service 
to them inone way,if no other. They will 
remain for all succeeding generations as fami- 
ly relics, and the English think few things in 
this world are so precious as family relics.
